Stimson Says: 
“Keep Calm” 


Mr. Stimson, United States Secre- 
tary for War, in Washington, yester- 
day, warned those who were pessi- 
mistic about the situation in Italy 
to keep calm.” 

The Italian situation, he told a 
Press Conference, gave point to 
the old saying: Keep your shirt 
on.“ Stating that the Italian front 
had * B caused an extremely 
pessimistic outlook, for which there 
was no sound cause, he said that 
the Allied forces were firmly estab- 
lished in the bridge-head, Better 
weather had created a much more 
optimistic picture for the Allied 
troops. 

He estimated that 17 German 
divisions, drawn from Northern Italy 
and Southern France, were opposing 
the Allies in Italy. During the past 
week the Germans had made a very. 
serious, effort to cut up the Allied 
bridge-head, but without success. 
He gave a warning, however, that a 
much heavier German attack might 
be expected; although the Allies now 
held the initiative. 

He said the British and American 
forces in Italy have not lacked 
striking power. They enjoy superi- 
ority m artillery, tanks and . 
guns, which they, are now able to 
use with the coming of better 
weather. 

In the much larger battles to 
come he hoped that the public 
would adopt a broader and less 
mercurial view over battles which 
must necessarily be severe. 
American casualties in Italy since 
the beginning of the campaign total 
4,158 killed, 18,154 wounded, and 
6,429 missing, Mr. Stimson dis- 


closed. 


He paid a tribute to the Japanese- 
American troops now fighting with 
the Allied forces on the Italian 
front, who, he said, thus far have 
established a fine record.—(Reuter’s 
and A.P.)

THE PIVOT 


The naval base is believed to 
contain a first-class battleship 
anchorage, large enough to accom- 
modate all the known ships of the 
Japanese Fleet, but little has ever 
been revealed of the naval installa- 
tions. 

Truk was the pivot of Japan’s 
naval strategy in the Central 
Pacific. From there Japanese task 
forces. struck out west, south and 
east, It was from Truk that the 
fleet sailed for the Midway battle 
and for the battle of the Coral Sea, 
Truk is vital to the Japanese opera- 
tions as far south as the Solomons 
and New Guinea, as it is from there 
that Rabaul, some 800 miles to the 
south, has drawn most of its naval 
reinforcements. 

News of the new offensive elec- 
trified the United States last night. 
Washington naval circles consider 
the attack the boldest stroke of the 
Pacific war. Truk has long been 
called in America Japan's Pearl 
Harbour.“ The air attack on 
Ponape is believed to have been 
merely a diversionary move to 
shield the mancuvres of the Ameri- 
can force sailing towards Truk.

In Great 
Britain, where a few hundred 
miles of cycle tracks have been 
laid down alongside main roads, 
the organised representatives of 
cyclists have been lond in their 
protests at their relegation to these 
special tracks. They are entitled 
to use the main roads, they claim, 
just as well as motorists; and they 
object to the loss of what they 
regard as an important democratic 
right. It scarcely’ seems worth 
while to pay much attention to 
such objections. The pedestrian, 
with even more justice, may claim 
that he is entitled to walk in the 
,|\centre of the motor-roads for whose 
maintenance he pays his taxes; 
but by doing so he endangers his 
own life, and constitutes himself a 
hindrance and a peril to motor 
traffic. If he must be restrained 
from exercising his right freely, 
therefore—as he is restrained by 
the by-laws of most cities—there is 
no reason why the cyclist’s move- 
ments should not be restricted 
also. The separation of different 
classes of traffic is an essential 
element in traffic control. Cyclists} 
cannot expect to evade the general 
Ylregulations. Whether Mr. MacEntee| 
is right in the assumption that his 
provisions will be justified by .the 
volume of cycle traffic after the 
war is another matter. When 
petrol restrictions are renioved and 
the expected cheap cars reach the 
market, there may be a sharp 
decline in the country’s cycle popu- 
lation. No plan, however, need be 
rigid; and one may expect that 
room will be left for modification 
in this feature and other features, 
when the actual conditions of that 
still imaginary post-war world are 
seen. 


Films for Schools 


Sir William Brass has tabled 
four amendments to Great 
Britain’s new Education Bill.
